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Religions Intelligence 
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.-The dogma of the Roman Catholiy 
bishops i in this country that it is impossibje 
for the Pope to be a subject is in a Way to 
receive a practical decision. In the Ttalian 
Lower Chamber, on Saturday last, a commit- 
tee reported in favor of a bill by which the 
Supreme Judiciary is empowered to authorize 
its officials to enter the papal residence (that 
is, to execute processes in the Pope’s house 
as in the dwellings of other subjects). Min- 
ister Lanza opposed it, and said that the 
guarantee of the Pope’s dwelling was neces. 
sary “to tranquillize the Catholic consciency 
and prevent accusations of bad faith.” Th, 
question was left open for every man to vou 
according to his own convictions, and ag 
journed till Monday. A report having ob 
tained currency at Florence that a league hag 
been formed in Belgium to organize an armeg 
expedition in defense of the Pope’s temporal 
power, with branches in several countries 
Minister Lanza stated, in reply to @ questior 
on the subject, that the rumors were at leas| 
of a doubtful nature, and that any movement 
of the sort would bs promptly repressed. Our 
opinion is that the Italian Government is able 
and determined to make the Pope keep quiet, 
and to make bis adherents mind their ows 
business. 


.- The Lu'h-ran newspaper adverts to the 
circumstance that of the 152 ministers 9 
the Gospel who were last year honored with 
the degree of D.D. there were only one 
Lutheran, and he did not receive the compli. 
ment from a Lutheran collere. It says that 
the Lutherans have 2,086 ministers, with “, 
full proportion of intelectual and learned 
activity,” and yet have but 39 (about two per 
ape ) Doctors of Divinity. 

“Their institutions of learning are under 
the control, generally, of teachers who aim at 
thoroughness and accuracy, and are often 
eminentiy successful in their work. Many of 
their pastors hold the pen of the ready writer;

Therefore, no Catholic 
can maintain an opinion opposed to the tem- 
poral powcr of the Pope, The question arises, 
What becomes of the thoughts of men which 
ran in the lines of reason and not of authority? 
Yo the men cease thinking at all? Is that the 
reason why there are no leaders of thought 
among them ? 

...-The growth of Italian liberty and unity 
fs to be ascribed, under Providence, mainly 
to the influence of the liberal press, first 
encouraged by Cavour, in 1849, but only 
recognized by law after the war of 1859. 
Now it is scriously proposed at Rome to issue 
a daily paper, which shall be also favorable to 
Evangelical religion and to the free circu- 
lation of the Bible. 


....In response to the urgent appeal of the 
Baptist missionaries in‘ Burmab for twenty 
additional men, which are wanted and must 
pbesent out this year, the Zraminer says that 
to furnish them will add fifty thousand dol- 
lars to the yearly expenditure of the Board, 
and asks where that money is to come from, 
and then asks again, ‘‘Can we afford not to 
do it?” 

...-The horse-cars in New Haven have 
hitherto run only six days in the week, rest- 
ing on the Sabbath. A petition has been 
sent to the city council, signed by Governor 
English and many other respectable citi- 
zens, praying that the cars may be permitted 
to run on the Sabbath, so that they may be 
able to ride to church. 


....The Lutheran Church at Albany is said 
% be the oldest Lutheran organization in 
America, having been formed at least as early 
as 1656. In 1670, two hundred years ago, it had 
a church building and parsonage. It is still 
vigorous, having just built a new church, with 
parsonage adjoining. The entire value of 
the church property is at Icast $135,000. 

...The revent burning of achurch in Dal- 
las County, Ala., is the first instance of the 
loss of acliurch edifice of the Associate Re- 
formed Presbyterians South in more than 
twenty years. ‘* During the war, ina few in- 
stances, our churches were taken possession 
of by the Federal army; but not a single 
church was burnt or destroyed.” 


..The Poston Transcript says that the 
“Morning Btur,” the new missionary packet 
of the American Board, is finished, and open 
to visitors; but that the moncy ($10,000) 
asked for from the Sunday-school children 
has not been more than half raised. She sails 
for Honolulu this week. 


... The Massachusetts house of representa- 
tives have rejected the bill for opening public 
libraries on Sunday. The vote was, yeas 95, 
nays 129, majority 34. It is probable that 
‘many voted under the impression that the ob- 
ject was to degrade the Sabbath. 


...The Christian Institute at Wolfborough, 
N. Y., has been established by the Christian 
denomination, and is in successful progress 
as a school of advanced education ; but it has 
only an endowment of $5,000, snd its friends 
propose to raise a fand of $20,000 for it. 


...The Eastern Congregational church of 
Montreal was to be organized on Sunday last, 
with about 40 members transferred from Zion 
Church. The movement originated in the 
labors of a Bible-woman in the neighborhood, 
followed by a ragged school. 


...-The Rev. George McKindley, of Cham- 
paign, Ill., expects to go to Arizona in the 
Spring, a8 a missionary of the Presbyterian 
Foreign Board to the Apache Indians, and is 
desirous of finding a person to accompany him 
on the trip. 


..The “ Prohibition Electors of the State 
of Michigan,” aresummoned to aconvention 
at the city of Jackson, March 3d, to nomi- 
nate.candidates for Judge of the Supreme 
Court and Regent of the University. 


..The withdrawal of the Presbyterians 
from the American Board has led to the dis- 
‘continuance of the secretaryship and ex- 
pensive agency in New York, which will be 
‘reduced to a simple financial and business 
ragency. 


Hews of the Week. 


Tne elections in France have taken place, 
‘and the result shows that the general tone of 
the pcople, especially in the provinces, is 
strongly in favor of a return to a monarchical 
form of government. In the cities Repub- 
lican candidates for delegates were elected in 
large majority ; but in the provinces the Bon- 
apartist and Orleanist candidates were elected 
in great numbers. A rough estimate gives 
370 Bonapartists and Orleanists to 80 Repub- 
licans in 56 departments. In Paris there 
were some 200 candidates balloted for, and 
the counting of the ballots is necessarily slow. 
The votes were so scattered among the 
various candidates that a sccond election 
nay be found necessary in some cases. Of the 
delegates elected in Paris there is probably a 
large majority Republicans; among them Louis 
Blane, Victor Hugo, Gen. Garibaldi, Leon 
Gambetta, and Henri Rochefort. The pre- 
paratory sitting of the Constituent Assembly 
was held on the 18th inst., at Bordeaux, there 
being about 300 delegates present. 
The session was formally opened and 
Secretaries were appointed. The rules and 
regulations of the Chamber of 1849 were 
adopted. Jules Favre, for himself, and in the 
name of his colleagues at Bordeaux and Paris, 
resigned the powers confided to them as the 
Government of National Defense. He stated 
that the ministers would remain in office until 
the constitution of a new government, to 
maintain order. The belief prevails at the 
Prussian heacquarters at Versailles that peace 
Will shortly be concluded, and that the 
Assembly will frame a Provisional Govern- 
ment, with the Count de Paris as president, 
and previde for a future plibésctfe on the ques- 
tion of the restoration of tie Orleans family 
or the establishment of a republic....It is 
Stated that Jules Favre has asked for an 
extension of the armistice, and that the 
Tequest has been granted; but a Versailles 
dispatch says the prolongation of the armis- 
tice depends entirely upon the temper 
of the French Assembly toward the Prussian 
demands as regards a cession of territory, a 
Moncy indemnity, and the dismantling 
of the French fortresses on the borders 
of Germany. There has been a@ multi-

demands which Germany will make on 
France as the conditions of peace, all alike 
destitute of truth. The following, although 
not given by authority, is, however, believed to 
tighly approximate the demands to be made: 

The cession of Alsace and 60 German square 
tuiles of Lorraine, which consists of 437 
Square miles; the part of Lorraine ceded to 
include Metz. The contribution of one and 
one-half milliards of francs for war expenses, 
30,000,000 francs for captured ships, and 
40,000,000 francs for German workmen, clerks: 
aud others expelled from France, A certain 
tente, on a few millions, on limited time, for 
the crippled and maimed Germans.and crphans 
caused by the war..... On the 7th and 8th 
inst. the French forees in Paris delivered up 
their arms to the Germans, On the 19th thé

The Emperor will proceed to the Tulleriee, 
and, after partaking of a lunch with his 
court and staff, will review the army from 
the palace, returning to Versailles jn the

patch from Brest states that the veritable 
plague has broken out among the im:::cnse 
droves of cattle intended for the relicf of 
Paris; and the deaths are so numerous that 
it is found impossible to bury the carcasses, 
and they are loaded on condemned vessels 
and towed out to sea and sunk....TheGer- 
man forces engaged in the siege of Belfort 
have carried some of the detached works be- 
longing to that fortress. 


....The President, in a message to the 
Senate, and also the Queen of England, in 
her speech to Parliament, at its opening, a 
few days since, simultaneously announced 
that a Joint High Commission has been 
agreed upon to examine and arrange all dif- 
ferences pending between the two countries. 
The original proposition for the commission 
came from Great Britain, and had reference 
chiefly to the fisheries difficulty; but, Presi- 
dent Grant insisting that the commission 
should also have power to discuss the ‘ Ala- 
bama”’ question, the British Government ac- 
ceded, and appointed Earl de Grey and Ripon, 
Prof. Montagu Bernard, Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton, Sir John A. Macdonald, and Sir John 
Rose as members of the commission on their 
behalf. The President nominated and the 
Senate has confirmed Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
Gen. Robert C. Schenck, Justice Samuel 
Nelson, Hon. E. R. Hoar, and Hon. Geo. H. 
Williams as commissioners on our part. The 
commission is soon to mect in Washington. 
The British members are already en route for. 
that city....The State Department has also 
negotiated with Spain a mixed commission to 
consider the claims of Americans for in- 
juries to their persons and property inflicted 
by Spanish authorities during the Cuban re- 
bellion. 


....A frightful railroad catastrophe oc- 
curred on the Hudson River Road, near New 
Hamburgh Station, on the night of the 6th 
inst. Asacoal-oil train was about to cross 
the draw-bridge over Wappinger’s Creek, an 
axle of one of the cars broke and the car was 
thrown across the road in such a manner as 
to obstruct the adjoining track. An express 
train was then due at the bridge, and before 
effectual signals of danger could be made 
the train came along and plunged into 
the wreck. The consequences were ter- 
rible. The locomotive and several of the 
cars were thrown into the creek; the oil in 
the tanks on the oil-train exploded, and, im- 
mediately covering the bridge and the ice on 
the creek, enveloped everything in a sheet of 
flame, One of the sleeping-cars was in the 
midst of this fiery furnace, and all of its in- 
mates perished. The timbers of the bridge 
soon gave away, and, falling on the wrecked 
cars, buried them and their suffering inmates 
beneath the waters, thus drowning those not 
already destroyed by the flames, The fire- 
man jumped from the engine in time to save 
his life; but the engineer stuck to his post 
and met his death bravely. The matter is 
undergoing a coroner’s investigation, and 
from the evidence it would appear that there 
was great negligence on the part of tie rail- 
road officials, in not having proper arrange- 
ments at that point for signaling approach- 
ing trains with due dispatch. 


....-The U. 8. Senate passed the joint res- 
olution repealing the bill authorizing the 
payment of the Chorpenning claim. A resolu- 
tion was introduced, in accordance with the 
President's dat raising the 
mission to Berlin to the same grade as that 
at Londoa....In the House the Income Tax 
repeal bill has been postponed, which lessens 
its chances of disposal during the present 
session, The President sent a ze to 
the House recommending that the mission to 
the German Court be made a first-class one. 
The Conference report on the bill granting 
pensions to 1812 veterans was adopted. The 
Naval Appropriation bill was passed. 


....The report that Ecuador contemplated 
hostilities toward Colombia is denied. All 
misunderstandings between the two coun- 
tries are in a fair way for settlement....The 
war in Bolivia still continues. The insur- 
gents have been badly defeated by the gov- 
ernment forces at La Paz, and there is much 
rejoicing among the people and enthusiasm 
among the troops in consequence....The 
Venezuelan war steamers anchored in the 
harbor of Puerto Cabello have surrendered 
to Guzman Blanco. The political situation 
throughout that country is improving and 
business is increasing. 


....The slight war-cloud which hung for 8 
brief space over Italy and Tunis is dispelled 
by the latter dispatching Hussien Bey to Flor- 
ence, with power to settle the question at issue 
between the two countries....The Italian 
Chamber of Deputies has passed a bill pro- 
viding for the establishment of a fund for the 
support of the Pope, and also one assigning 
him regal honors and a body-guard....The 
Chamber has adopted a resolution declaring 
the libraries and picture-galleries of the Vati- 
can to be national property. 


--.-Emperor Francis Joseph, of Austria, 
has granted full amnesty for all political and 
press offenses committed to the 7th inst.... 
The new Austrian ministry will propose to 
the Parliament the enaction of laws partially 
extending the legislative and administrative 
autonomy of the empire, and will introduce a 
bill providing for direct elections and en- 
larging the rights of electors. 


....A violent and destructive gale of wind 
swept the coast of Great Britain about the 
10th inst., causing immense damage to ship- 
ping and great loss of life. Six ships went 
ashore near South Shields, Eng. Steamer 
‘Crescent City,’? from New Orleans for Liv- 
erpool, went ashore on the coast of Ireland. 
The passengers and crew were safely landed, 
but the ship and cargo will be a total loss. 


-...There has been another attempt at 
revolution at Port-au-Prince, Hayti. An 
attack was made upon the government 
arsenal at that place, but the rebels were de- 
feated and a large number of them arrested. 
A desire for annexation to the United States 
is rapidly spreading among the better class 
of inhabitants, engendered by the unsettled 
state of the country. 


....-The Imaum of Muscat was recently 
slain in battle, and his victor, Synd Torkes, 
will probably succeed him, and will rule with 
patriarchal and almost despotic sway over a 
large territory—stretching from the east of 
Arabia to the coast of Persia on the Persian 
Gulf, and in East Africa from the Equator 
south to Cape Delgado. 


....It is reported that a French transport, 
with 1,250 persons on board, foundered off 
Cape La Hogue, Coast of Normandy (made 
memorable by the defeat of the French naval 
forces by the combined fleets of England and 
Holland, in 1692), Every soul on board is 
said to have been lost. 


....The village of Tioga, Pa., was nearly 
destroyed by fire on the morning of the 9th 
inst. About 40 buildings—including 1 bank, 
2charches, 2 hotels, and a large number of 
stores and residences—fell a prey to the 
flames. Loss about $150,000; insurance only 
about $50,000. 


....-The Secretary of the Treasury gives 
notice that he will attempt to fund the bulk 
of the National Debt in bonds bearing a lower 
rate of interest, so as to reduce the burden of 
the debt, The books for subscription will be 
opened on the 6th of March. 


....-No news has yet been received from 
the st “Tennessee,” having on board 
the St. Domingo commissioners, since they 
left this port, some three weeks ago, and 
fears are entertained for their safety. 


....The London Conference on the Eastern 
Question have not reached their final stage, 
but await the conclusion of a formal treaty, 
to which France must be a party. 


....The Pennsylvania coal-miners have de 
cided to resume work in all the mines on the 
15th inst., thus ending their protracted and 
fruitiess “strike.” 


«++.The Spanish Cortez has passed a law 
making the sale of Cuban tobacco a” monop- 
oly in the hands of the home government.

“A study of this table will illustrate the 
efficiency of a blanket of snow, with its in- 
numerable chambers of confined air, as a non- 
conductor of heat or cold. Iwas much sur- 
prised to find the differences between the 
temperature of the air and that of the surface 
of the earth, even under so thin a covering as 
four inches, so remafkable. The experiment 
indicates how well-grounded is the gratifica- 
tion we are wont to feel when our grass and 
grain-lands are covered with snow during 
intense cold weather.” 





WARREN LELAND’S POULTRY. 


Miss Mrpy Moraan has been investigating 
the curiosities of Warren Leland’s poultry 
farm, and chronicles ,her observations as fol- 
lows: 

“There are 4,000 Brahmas, of ali ages and 
eonditions ; 300 ducks of the Muscovy and 
common breeds ; 400 turkeys, black and white, 
and 150 geese, Polish and ordinary varicties, 
that, wonderful to relate, live in two distinct 
flocks—the common geese remaining by them- 
selves, and the Poles consorting with the 
sheep. Mr. Leland kills chickens at the rate 
of 150 head weckly, and at certain 








they actually bonght the skim-milk in un: 
ence, (although the difference was not pointed 
out by the dealer). 

Mr. Crosby related how his large ship ents 
of milk were once complained of by a dealer, 
who alleged that his customers found fault 
with a mysterious thickness—“ greasy, slimy 
milk,” as they termed it. He was greatly 
concerned and nonplussed. His good wife 
suggested that the skim-milk be sent. It 
was done. The dealer was satisfied, and his 
customers delighted. Their ‘‘ grease’? was 
cream, 

On the other hand, Mr. Bates said he was a 
milk to the tof a pint ora 
quart a day. He wanted pure milk, and was 
willing to pay reasonably for it. Ifthe peo- 
ple were confident that they could get a pure 
article, they would use a good deal more. 
The thin blue liquid (skim-milk) generally 
sold would not make good coffee, tea, pud- 
ding, ete. Condensed milk was not satisfac- 
tory, but very troublesome and costly, and 
when aquart was paid for and examined it 
shrunk altogether too much. Milk was the 
most important article of food—too much so 
to trifle with. Good cream-milk should and 
could be sold if the honest farmers and milk- 
men would unite in the matter. And we 
might add, ifcity customers but knew that 
cream-milk is worth buying in preference to 
the thin, clear skim-milk, it would not be 
difficult to encourage its production and con- 
sumption.

that is, when the Metropolitan Hotel is 
crowded—they are killed off faster yet. As 
soon as the early spring chickens are of a fair 
weight, they are sent up, as then they are 
immensely more profitable, and much is done 
to secure early broods. During the summer 
months one hen raises from fifty to sixty chicks 
from the first week after being hatched ont, 
and during the colder months she will bring 
ap from twenty-five to thirty chicks; also 

onty ducklings are givento onchen. The 
turkeys roost all about in the trees, the geese 
rarely return home, and the ducks, after their 
evening meal, waddle off to outhouse sheds 
and leafy corners. All are allowed to follow 
the instincts of their natures, and diseases or 
weakness of any kind are unknown. Last 
year, at Christmas time, one hundred head of 
turkeys all weighed from 25 Ibs. to 30 Ibs. 
per head, and the general weight ranges from 
15 Ibs. to 28 Ibs. per head for turkeys, from 
14 Ib. to 2 lbs. per head for chickens, from 6 
lbs. to Slbs. for old fowls, from 5 Iba. to 8 
Ibs. for common ducks, from 9 Ibs. to 18 Ibs. 
for Muscovy ducks, and 20 Ibs. to 25 Ibs. for 
both varieties of geese. Fifty cocks arc kept, 
and replaced every two years. All the hens 
are killed off from three to four years old, 
and the varictics are replaced often enough 
to insure vigor of constitution, and when a 
cross occurs it is never allowed a second 
time. Curds, Indian meal, and bread crumbs 





are allowed the young turkeys for several |’ 


weeks, after which they feed with the poul- 
try at large. There is no running water for 
the ducks; only ponds wherein to bathe. 
The geese are never taken up to fatten, as 
they become excellent for the table without 
doing so, Mr. Leland’s system is, freedom to 
follow Nature’s instincts, good food, a wide 
range, and fresh, vigorous blood. It is a suc- 
cessful one; others will do weil to follow it.”

Wheat, corn, and oats to furnish flour for 
the family and fodder and cut feed for 
the stock, The barn, just erected, cost 
$20,000, and will store 250 tons of hay and an 
immense amount of vegetables, -grain, etc., 
and will accommodate 200 head of cattle. It 
bas all the modern contrivances for ventila- 
tion, preservation of manure, and machinery 
tor cutting up hay, fodder, ete. The farm- 
house is ninety-six feet front and forty feet 
deep, two stories in hight, and contains 
{twenty-six rooms,
